Athletes Say That They 


Should Receive 


Credits, 


Place Field on Same

BERKELEY, April 
20 —Undergradu- 


ates In the University of California aru 
trying to secure elective credit, for pro- 
ficiency m athletic achievements. A pe- 
tition addressed to the faculty, requesting 
the amendment In the grading of elective 
credit, to be as follows: 
Football, three 


hours, baseball, two IMWS, tennis, one 
hour; boating, two hours; 
track, 
one 


hour, picn ided, that the athletes repre- 
sent the university in intercollegiate con- 
tests, is now in circulation and already 
contains a large number of signatures. 


The petitioners base their request on 


the ground that if credit is ^iven athletes 
it will result beneficially, not only tor the 
men themselves, but for the university, 
inasmuch as athletes are encouraged by 
the faculty. The petition follows: 
"To the honorable faculty of the Uni- 
versity of California 
Whereas athletics 
aie encouraged by members of the faculty 
to engage in athletics, and .students aie 
uiged to pai ticipate in the same and, 
"Whereas, students uho cie\ote time (o 
athletics are graded in parallel with stu- 
dents who are enabled to spend the time 


thus saved in perfecting1 themselves in 
their courses, and, 
""Whereas, it is manifestly unfair to 
expect of athletes the same scholastic 
attainments as of students who spend 
the aforesaid time ia preparing: first 
grade recitations, 
"Whereas, a high degree of proficiency 
in athletics would redound to the honor 
and fame of the university, and to de- 
velop the highest possible degree of pro- 
ficiency, 
the 
undersigned 
petitioners 
would'suggest that the following: amend- 
ments to be made in the grading of, elec- 
tive credits' 
"The following athletic sports, to wit: 
Football baseball, tennis, track and boat- 
ing shall be graded by a committee of 
thiee members hereafter to be appointed, 
one to be appointed by the faculty, one 
to be appointed by the Associated Stu- 
dents and these two to appoint a £hlrd. 
It Is suggested that Ihe grading be along 
the following lines: Football, 3 hours' 
credit, baseball, 2 hours; tennis, 1 hour; 
boating, 2 hours; track, 1 hour; provid- 
ing that the athletes represent California 
in intercollegiate contests." 
The petition will not be presented until 
a sufficiently large number of represen- 
tative students have signed it."

— No 
confirmation 


has yet been received 
of the report 


that Japan has formally protested the 
slay of the Russian squadron in the 
water of ludo-China, as being a breach 
of neutrality.

Mr. Tyler, the American minister at 
Teheran, _had informed the State Depart- 
ment that the accomplices In the murder 
"would not be arrested, unless a peremp- 
tory is sent by the President." 'Secretary 
Hay sent a vigorous telegram, of which 
the following is the official paraphase 
appearing in correspondence made public 
at the State Department to-day: 
"Mr. Hay states that the President Is 
very much disturbed over the failure of 
the Persian government to punish the 
murderers of Mr. Labaree. If no imme- 
diate satisfaction is given he will be con- 
strained to lay the matter before Con- 
gress and recommend such action as may 
lead to a compliance with our demand for 
effective justice." , 
This brought promises which were not 
fulfilled. 
After receiving the official as- 
surance of the" Crown Prince of Persia 
that "sir accomplices 
endeavoring 
to 
escape were killed by the Persian forces 
and five remainder of the band is be- 
ing 
pursued," 
Minister 
Parson ' tele- 
graphed that information had reached 
him from a reliable source that none of 
the accomplices in the murder of Mr. 
Labaree were killed as reported and thai 
he has lodged indignant remonstrance 
against the trifling and temporising, and 
requests further instructions." 
Secretary Hay then sent another dis- 
patch, of which this is the official para- 
phrase: 
"Mr. Hay statci that 
the reported 
failure of the Persian government to 
p-mish the murderers of Mr. Labaree is 
a source of grave concern to the Presi- 
dent and he cannot permit our Just de- 
mands to be trifled -with or evaded any 
longer. If no satisfactory action Is taken 
before Congress meets. In less than two 
weeks, the President will be constrained 
to lay the matter before that body and 
recommend such action as he shall deem 
necessary." 
This brought results. A month later a 
settlement was effected and the widow 
of Mr. Labaree received $30,000 cash In 
gold, and effective, and swift punishment 
of all guilty persons followed.

During, the course of his remarks 


last evening the, Rev. Fatter - Yorke 
said; 


"The beginning of, the sixteenth 


century saw all Europe in the Cath- 
olic .church, owning allegiance to tbe 
Pope; the end of the sixteenth, cen- 
tury 
Europe' divided 
Into 
hostile 


camps. On the one hand the Southern 
nation retained -the old doctrines and 
the old allegiance; on the other the 
Northern nations were split into frag- 
ments on -doctrinal questions, but all 
agreeing in opposing the Papal claimsl 
"We have now' to'see the reasons 


for this secession and to take a brief 
glance at the various steps 'by which 
it was consummated. 
"The great 
Western chism. had 


weakened all 
through 
Europe 
the 


centralizing influence of the Papacy.. 
Men of learning were disputing as to 
whether it was of divine or human 
institution. 
The refusal for various 


grounds of kings or nations to recog- 
nize the claims of this Pope or that 
had accustomed men to broaches with 
the Papacy, which did not lead 
to 


abandonment of the Papal faith. 


"Again, it is a curious' coincidence 


that the 
line of division between 


Protestantism and Catholicism on tho 
continent follows the ancient bound- 
aries of the Roman Empire. It would 
seem as if over the gulf of a thousand 
years blood was calling unto 
blood 


and the sons of the men who success- 
fully defied the legions of Caesar now 
renounced the spiritual claims of the 
Bishop .of Rome. 
"Besides we must remember that 


, there were real and cruel abuses to be 
! corrected and many men who did not 
sympathize with 
Luther 
gave 
him 


some countenance in the 
beginning, 


hoping 
that 
through 
him 
these 


abuses might b.e corrected. But they 
quickly saw that the 
remedy • was 


worse than the 
disease 
and that 


Luther would stop the sickness 
by 


killing the patient. 
• 
. 
"The real and all sufficient motive 


for the Reformation must be sought on 
political not iri religious causes. Pri- 
vate judgment, free thought, religious 


, liberty mattered very little to the kings 
and princes who embraced 
the; rer 


! form. 
Like Henry Vin they perse- 
cuted Papist and Protestant with equal 
impartiality. 
Their particular brand 


of the gospel should alone be used in 
their territories, 
"The reason then It seems to me. for 


the Reformation was the desire of the 
kings to gain complete control of the 
church and its property within their 
dominions. As long as the. national 
church was united with Bo-me it had 
a.- certain, independence. 
It 
could 
never • become a mere department of 
the' state. It cad something to fall 
back on when It came Into collision 
with the civil power. Cut the cord 
that binds the national church to Rome 
and you have the union of church and 
state in which the church Is merely a 
department of the civil service. 


REASONS WHY. 


"Nowhere is this truth more evident 


than In the history of the Reforma- 
tion in England. Why did Henry VHI 
break with Rome? Simply to prevent 
an appeal from Catherine to the Pope. 
By the law of the church each bishop 
Is judge in the manage cases of bta 
diocese. If Henry -when he wished to 
get rid of Catherine could get a bish- 
op to divorce him and could prevent 
an appeal to Rome his way was clear. 
He saw the light of the 
gospel In 


Boieyn's eyes and prohibited the un- 
scriptural 'and ungodly practice of ap- 
peals to the Pope. Thus the English 
Reformation was begun. 


NEEDED MONEY. 


"Then he needed money—kings al- 
ways do.- There were the monasteries, 
with their broad lands and goodly halls 
and richly furnished churches. So the 
monasteries were all swept Into the 
king's maw. But Henry kept the old 
ritual, the Latin mass, an unmarried 
clergy,and the old doctrines.• He-broke 
with Rome because he wished to be 
Pope in England as well as king. 
"It was the supreme expression -of 
that nationalism 
that 
began 
with 
Philip the Fair. :lt was a return to the 
old Roman idea that the citizen be- 
longs body and soul to the state. For 
three hundred years the martyrs had 
given their lives to vindicate the right 
of a man to call his soul his own. For 
three hundred years the persecuted 
Irish who had rejected 
the 
English 


gospel were to suffer and struggle to 
vindicate against. Protestantism' the 
cause of Religious Liberty."

Tuberculosis and Its Cure. 


Physicians are agreed that tuberculosis is a preventible disease— 


perhaps not entirely, but preventible generally speaking. This agree- 
ment of medical men lends interest to the statement of Dr. George 
Brown, President of the American Anti-Tuberculine League, that 
150,000 persons die annually in the United States of tuberculosis. 
So 


far as this country is concerned^ the ravages, of smallpox, yellow 
fever, diphtheria and typhoid are insignificant beside this dread mal- 
ady. 
No other contagious disease is such a scourge to the Caucasian 


race. But fortunately scientific investigation is working out plans to 
check the harvest of death. The ancient notion that consumption is 
hereditary has been exploded, and it is now known that tuberculosis 
is a germ disease contagious in character, and both curatole and pre- 
ventible. 
I 


It has also been discovered that nature affords her remedies in. 


nearly all climates. 
Formerly it was believed that consumptives could 


only prolong their lives, never fully recover, by dwelling in climates 
possessing peculiar characteristics. This belief is giving way to one 
more rational, and with its going has come a more hopeful feeling 
in localities where tuberculosis has been abnormally prevalent in the 
past. The dread of the scourge is passing away, and the domestic 
tragedies which have so often resulted from the popular belief that 
consumption is a hereditary malady will be fewer in future. 


Since the pathology of the disease has come to be better under- 


stood, it has been discovered that it can be successfully treated in al- 
most any climate if taken at the earlier stages. It has been lea.rned 
that a plain, hearty regimen., a moderately active out-door life and 
plenty of fresh air are the most effective curative agents, and they 
can be applied in New England as well as in New Mexico or Cali- 
fornia. 


It is true that tendency to tubercular ailments is,more pronounced 


in some climates than in others, and that climatic conditions retard 
or assist curative treatment as the case may be, but the potential fact 
which medical science has revealed for consideration is that it is pos- 
sible to cure lung consumption anywhere within the temperate zone. 
This fact robs the statement of the President of the Anti-Tuberculine 
League of much of its melancholy significance. Death's reaping will 
soon be reduced to gleaning. 


Some brilliant genius in the Postoffice Department has con- 


densed the name of that historic mining camp, Big Oak Flat to Big- 
oak. This triumphant ass appears to be getting in his deadly work 
all over the Pacific Coast, shortening tip names and putting them in 
condensed forms, giving no hint of their original 
significance. 


It is a wonder this halo incrusted idiot does, not simplify the spelling 
of New Orleans into Norleans and New York into Nyor.k. The way 
he is trimming up the old-time geographical nomenclature of Cali- 
fornia suggests that his knowledge of Pacific Coast history was gained 
in a Raymond & Whitcomb excursion. We do not wish him any 
particular harm, but it is to be hoped the President will give him a 
consulate in some place where cholers is raging. 


The French and Japanese 
Complicati n. 


On the face of it Russia has violated French neutrality, with the 


tacit, ii not open, consent of the Gallic authorities in Cochin China, 
but what is Japan going to do about it? So long as France 'does not 
object to Russia's abuse of international privilege, how is Japan to 
help herself unless other nations take the matter up and force both 
France and Russia to observe the laws of neutrality? In the past 
neutral nations have not specially concerned themselves when other 
nations violated the laws and conditions of neutrality, and such viola- 
tions have been frequent. 
During the Civil War our own government 


wilfully violated the neutrality of Portugal, and showed little disposi- 
, tion to respect the comity of nations so far as the weaker South 
American countries were concerned. Great Britain has been no- 
torious for her disregard of neutrality laws in cases of exigency. 
She 


has invariably respected the power to enforce neutrality but never' 
neutrality itself. 
In the course of her long duel with France during 


-the Napoleonic period she threw neutrality' to the winds, and many 
instances since has shown that she has- defied neutral regulations 
whenever it was to her interest to do so under circumstances per- 
mitting her to violate them with impunity. 


French sentiment is strongly pro-Russian, and French money is 


heavily invested in Russian securities. Russia is France's one friend 
in Continental Europe. 
An alliance of some sort, not wholly defined 


perhaps, exists between the Czar and the French Republic, and there 
is in consequence a friendly feeling amounting to partiality existing 
between French and Russian officials. 
This has been manifested 


many times during the^present war. From the outset the French 
authorities in the Orient have been stringent with the Japanese and 
indulgent with the Russians. In other words, neutrality has been 
made as elastic as possible to embarrass Japan and aid Russia. 


On the other hand, England is in some sort of alliance with Japan. 


Her antipathy to the Moscovite Empire is as pronounced as the sym- 
pathy of France for it. She has cheered on Japan's success, and has 
drawn neutrality taut against Russia. All over the Orient the British 
residents, officials and press are ardent partisans of the island empire, 
for Japanese victory makes India safe from Russian aggression and 
lifts the shadow of Moscovite influence from 'China. 
So, if France is 


to be coerced into observing the laws of neutrality, the pressure must 
come from Great Britain. 


But the German Kaiser is a factor in the game that must be 


reckoned with. France is his hereditary enemy, and he is just now 
embroiled with that country in a nasty dispute over Morocco. 
Still, 


he is jealous of England and resentful of her methods in Africa and 
elsewhere. And England is on the side of France in the Moroccan 
.affair. 
Furthermore, German sentiment has veered around strongly 


in favor of Russia, since the Manchurian war broke out. Until Japan 
broke the spell of Russian puissance the German Emperor viewed with 
apprehension the apparently growing power of his eastern neighbor and 
watched with ieuious eyes the increase in the Czar's military establish- 
ment and hi? constant acquisitions of territory east and south. 
He

sula, lie -.vouid be tempted to gobble up Denmark, but for the close

The Threat of D. 0. Mills. 


Should'D. O. Mills carry out his'threat, to. extend the Virginia 


and Trucket Railroad to Stockton, his road would have to be placed 
in close alliance with the Santa"Fe, for it could not compete .with the 
Southern Pacific without a San Francisco connection. Should he 
build to Stockton he would also have to extend the V. & T. into the 
Southern Nevada goldfields if any of the traffic developed by the won- 
derful mineral discoveries of that region is to come to his road. 
The 


cost of building these extensions would be enormous, and the con- 
struction would be the work of years. It is doubtful, therefore, if 
the reported threat of Mr. Mills is anything more than an expression 
of anger and disappointment. He built .the/ Carson and Colorado, 
which was a losing investment till, after he sold it to the Southern 
Pacific. 
Now it has been made profitable by the rich mines of the 


Tonopah country, and is to be made a through connecting link be- 
tween Los Angeles and the Central Pacific. 
As the Comstock mines 


develop only a small traffic, the Virginia and Truckee promises to be 
cut off and1 completely isolated by the Southern Pacific system. There- 
fore it must either fall into the hands of the Ha.rriman syndicate or be 
extended both ways at a cost of many millions. Even then it would 
not be a paying proposition unless made a part of a still greater sys- 
tem. However, it would give the Santa Fe an entrance into the 
Nevada 
territory 
now 
completely monopolized by the Southern1 


Pacific. 
.

only one of its kind In.this country. It 
was exhibited at" St. Louis before be- 
ing forwarded to the University.
